Community Development Director 
Senate debates 
energy measures

Two energy 
measures come up this week in the 
Senate, and proposed energy tax 
measures — as well as congressional 
budget limits and a jobs bill — are on the 
House docket 
In the House, the Ways and Means 
Committee was beginning hearings on 
Carter’s energy tax proposals today, 
with budget Director Bert Lance and 
Treasury Secretary Michael Blumenthal 
among opening witnesses 


The Senate today was set to debate a 
$35 9 billion authorization bill for 
military procurement, research and 
development and Civil Defense. It is 
about $72 million below the adminis­ 
tration request, but $50 million more 
than a House-passed version 


LISBON, Portugal (U P I) - Vice 
President Walter Mondale was assured 
by Portuguese Prime Minister Mario 
Soares today that his government would 
not force the United States to withdraw 
from its Lajes Air Force base in the 
Azores which became controversial dur­ 
ing the 1973 Middle East war. 
"The base is not being put into doubt at 
all by us.” Soares told reporters after 
meeting with Mondale at Sao Bento 
Palace 
Mondale conferred at length with top 
Portuguese leaders today and praised 
Portugal as one of the world’s “ most out­ 
standing” symbols of democracy 


The troubled situation in the Azores — 
where separatists want to secede from 
Portugal and become part of the United 
States — figured prominently in the talks 
between the vice president and Por­ 
tuguese leaders. 


Armed separatists on the islands. 745 
miles away in the Atlantic Ocean, at­ 
tacked a police headquarters early Mon­ 
day after police hauled down one of their 
flags in Ponta Delgada A bomb also ex­ 
ploded outside a Portuguese radio in­ 
stallation Nine persons were hurt in the 
gun and rock throwing fight with police.

Soares minimized the separatist move­ 
ment in talking with newsmen, saying it 
was confined to “ a minority on the island 
of Sao Miquel.” 
Mondale said U.S. and Portuguese 
negotiators were continuing discussions 
on technical issues relating to the base 
and its use 
The United States used Lajes as a 
refueling stop for its massive airlift to 
Israel during the 1973 Arab-Israeli war, 
drawing sharp criticism from Arab na­ 
tions. 
The regional government, which was 
given semi-autonomous status last year, 
wants to receive lease payments for the 
base directly from the United States for 
regional development projects 


The Azores have a long history of con­ 
tacts with the United States, going back 
to 18th century whaling days About a 
million Americans of Azorean descent 
live in the United States 
The nine 
islands themselves only have a popula­ 
tion of 350.000 


To honor the Azorean Americans. 
Mondale made a special point of at­ 
tending a private luncheon at the 
patriarchate with Cardinal Humberto 
Medeiros, 
the 
naturalized 
Azorean 


American cardinal of the archdiocese of 
Boston, and Portugal’s Cardinal Antonio 
Ribeiro. 
"This nation stands as a symbol 
perhaps the most outstanding symbol in 
the world today — toward the principle 
of democracy.” Mondale said after 
meeting 
President 
Antonio Ramalho 
Eanes 
Mondale’s visit with the president was 
apparently so useful that it went on for 
one hour and 25 minutes — twice as long 
as originally scheduled 
The vice president next met with 
Prime Minister Mario Soares who 
recently received a warm reception 
from the Carter administration during 
his visit to the United States 
Mondale described his meeting with 
President Eanes at Belem Palace as 
"very, very useful " 
He said the main topics of discussion 
included U S support for a projected 
Portuguese air mobile brigade for 
NATO, the $300 million which the United 
States expects to provide to help Por­ 
tugal out of its balance of payments 
problems, and opportunities for reviving 
U S -Portuguese trade 
Mondale also said the discussions 
centered on human rights and he noted 


that Portugal was now — after a half- 
century of rightist dictatorship — 
committed to democratic procedures. 
The purpose of the Mondale visit is to 
bring the full weight of American 
prestige behind the efforts of the new 
Portuguese leaders to revive and 
strengthen democracy in Portugal 
President Eanes received the vice 
president in an ornate, vaulted reception 
room of the presidential palace. They 
conferred, seated on a couch, in the 
green-walled cham ber under an 
elaborate chandelier 


Mondale then drove to Sao Bento 
Palace where Soares ushered him into a 
grey-walled meeting room and seated 
him at a long table in front of an antique 
tapestry and an ornate clock 


After the Soares meeting. Mondale 
was lunching at the Catholic patriarchy 
with Cardinal Antonio Ribeiro of Por­ 
tugal and Cardinal Humberto Medeiros, 
the archbishop of Boston The Boston 
prelate was in Portugal as the Pope's re­ 
presentative at the annual religious 
celebration at the shrine of Fatima 
Afterward he was paying a courtesy 
call on legislative assembly president 
Vasco da Gama Fernandes

An hour and 20 
minutes later, emergency crews 
managed to shut off gas lines leading 
into Mountain View Boulevard An hour 
later all gas lines at the Base were shut 
down as a precaution

Carter, his schedule relatively clear to­ 
day. was preparing a public accounting 
of his presidency for delivery Tuesday to 
a labor group troubled by some of his 
moves. 
Carter, who spent the weekend at the 
presidential retreat. Camp David, 
returned to the White House with his 
family Sunday night 
Today, his day was devoted to 
meetings with senior staff members and 
the Cabinet The light official schedule 
was designed in part, to let Carter work 


on an inventory of what he has done since 
taking command, a spokesman said 
He worked Sunday on the address 
which will be presented Tuesday in Los 
Angeles before some 6.000 members of 
the United Auto Workers 
The UAW has questioned whether 
some of Carter's energy policies have 
been adequately thought out in terms of 
their impact on the auto industry 
Carter "is going to give an inventory of 
his administration," the spokesman said 
of the speech The President last week 
indicated he wanted to offer hi^ own ac-

relates success story

In 1974 
the Orange County City of 
Santa Ana had the highest crime rate in 
California and the third highest in the na­ 
tion for cities of its size 
That’s when the city’s police depart­ 
ment went to work to turn the situation 
around 
The department’s Chief Ray Davis 
talked about it Saturday during the Lom­ 
poc Elks Lodge annual law enforcement 
banquet honoring the profession 
Davis told a gathering of about 200 in 
the Elks Club that his department took 
their case for law enforcement directly 
to the homeowner, to the resident, to the 
man in the street 
Davis said thev 
developed a community oriented depart­ 
ment by dividing the city into eight small 
districts and literally created a police 
department in each district 
Davis said they secured the coopera­ 
tion of 1,000 block captains who served as 
liaison with each neighborhood 
After the first full year of operation. 


Davis said. Santa Ana experienced a 19 3 
per cent reduction in major crimes and 
was acclaimed Number 1 in California in 
terms of crime fighting and Number 3 in 
the nation Davis said Arrests were up 33 
per cent 
Davis’ department made use of the 
basic car plan, in which patrol officers 
go into the field to talk to residents and 
held 900 community meetings to talk 
with 19.000 people 
Davis said the 
meetings were so popular that they re 
booked 60 days ahead, with meetings two 
or three times a week 
The department’s success led to Gov 
Edmund Brown Jr appointing Davis to 
head the California Council for Criminal 
Justice

Private sewage 
prohibition may 
be recommended

The County Health Care Ser­ 
vices is proposing to uphold - 
in terms of recommendation — 
the basin plan of the Regional 
Water Quality Control Board 
which prohibits private sewage 
systems being set up on lots of 
less than 20.000 square feet or 
on properties where ground 
water is less than 100 feet in 
depth from the ground level 
David Pierce, of the Health 
Care Services Environmental 
Health division, has made this 
clear in providing information 
to the County Planning Com­ 
mission in the application of 
Harold 
Stevens 
and Charles 
Galloway for a lot split of a 
34.528 square foot property on 
Stow St 
Los Olivos, into 
parcels of 16.808 and 17.720 
square feet 
Pierce said the 
g r o u n d w a te r 
u n d e r 
the 
property was also less than 100 
feet beneath it 
It so happened that the 
Stevens-Galloway 
application 
— which was denied by the 
County Subdivision Committee 
on advice of Pierce s office — 
also ran afoul of the new county 
emergency ordinance banning 
private sewage systems in the 
Los Olivos town area on lots of 
less than 20,000 square feet for 
a year, pending a study of 
problems there 
P ie rc e 's rem arks, 
which 
were of a general informational 
nature, caused Planning Com­ 
m ission ch airm an D arw in 
Sainz. of Los Alam os, to 


observe that if the criteria of 
banning septic systems on new- 
1y 
d iv id e d 
lo ts 
w h e re 
groundwater was less than 100 
feet below the surface was ap­ 
plied by the county, it could af­ 
fe c t n e w ly c re a te d lo ts 
throughout Santa Ynez Valley 
which couldn’t hook on to a 
public system 
The new county moratorium 
in the Los Olivos problem area 
goes a bit farther in that it bans 
septic tanks in the smaller ex­ 
isting lots as well, pending 
further study 
Pierce 
said the 
Regional 
W ate r Q u a lity Board was 
adhering to the new state plan 
and had asked the county to 
adhere to it. while at the same 
time waiving the right to handle 
private disposal systems in this 
c o u n ty 
w h ic h 
is 
t h e ir 
prerogative. 
Pierce made it clear that the 
health office merely recom­ 
mends, however, and that it is 
the County Building Official's 
jurisdiction in ruling on private 
sewage systems in the county 
areas. 
But he said the Stevens- 
G a llo w a y 
a p p lic a t io n 
represented the “ first time the 
county has felt it had the 
grounds under the new basin 
plan of the regional board 
to 
recommend as it did 
The county, meanwhile, has 
no ordinance governing private 
sewage systems and there is no 
mandate by the Board of Super­ 
visors to follow the basin plan

NEW YORK (U P I) - Hun­ 
dreds of motorists protesting 
the scheduled June 20 start of 
service for the faster-than 
sound Concorde jetliner used 
car power Sunday to bring traf­ 
fic around Kennedy Airport to a 
standstill 
The result of the protest was 
a two-mile-long traffic jam 
around the bustling airport that 
forced airlines passengers to 
abandon taxicabs and buses far 
from the terminals to dash for 
»heir flights 
Police estimated 200 to 300 


cars were driven to the airport 
by protesters, but noted it was 
impossible to distinguish them 
from drivers who merely had 
been caught up in the swarm of 
traffic 
One of the coordinators of the 
protest, John Marus, claimed 
1,350 cars participated and said 
the protesters came from sec­ 
tions of Queens. Brooklyn and 
Nassau County that lie near the 
airport 
The demonstration, 
spon­ 
sored by the Emergency Coali­ 
tion to Stop the SST. geared up 


at 5 p m and was over by 7 45 
Bryan Levinson, president of 
another anti-SST group, the 
Concorde Alert, said Sunday's 
protest was hastily put together 
and warned his group planned a 
demonstration next Sunday that 
w ould 
be 
‘ ‘ m uch 
m ore 
organized and heavier “ 
Hundreds of autos crawled 
along roadways around the 
main passenger terminal at 
about 10 miles per hour, stopp­ 
ing frequently for traffic lights 
Many of the protesters waved 
Am erican flags and held 
Secretary to use new 
tools to enforce law 


W A SH IN G T O N (U P I) 
Housing Secretary Patricia 
Harris says she will use new 
tools to enforce fair housing 
laws, including a policy to 
eliminate racial discrimination 
in home appraisals 
There is a tendency of peo­ 
ple to drive out exactly that 
kind of new resident who is like 
ly to be a stable force 
she said 
in a U PI interview 
The new head of the Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development said she ordered 
the appraisal policy change for 
government-insured mortgages 
so that property value will not 
be cut when hlacks move into a 
neighborhood 
Mrs Harris called the prior 
appraisal policy “ a disincen­ 
tive for people to live toge­ 
ther''

Her new standards already 
are in use in a special program 
for the ra c ia lly changing 
neighborhood near Chicago’s

in e s ) that only homogeneity is 
safe and that racial differences 
or ethnic differences are in and

Harris would not dis­ 
close her other plans for assur­ 
ing open housing, but said. 
‘From time to time you may

She will fight for the poor 
by sticking with lenient credit

Police and barricade building 
demonstrators fought in the 
four Basque provincial capitals 
A number of persons were in­ 
jured, 
some critically,

today's clashes, reports from 
the region said 
In B ilb a o 
the Basque 
region's largest city, heavily 
armed riot police fired smoke 
flares, rubber bullets and in 
some places real bullets to scat 
ter crowds of demonstrators 
witnesses said 
The demonstrators barricad­ 
ed the mam streets, halting all 


public transport, hurled rocks 
and fire bombs and overturned 
cars some of them with their 
passengers still 
inside, the 
witnesses said 
The reports said violent 
clashes also occurred in San 
Sebastian. Pamplona and Vit­ 
oria. the three other capitals 
of Basque provinces 
Labor sources and the nation­ 
al news agency Cifra said the 
Basque region was virtually 
paralyzed by the strike — the

labor action in the

Hutchins was still serving as 
chief executive officer of the 
F'und for the Republic. Inc . the 
organization 
that established 
and operated the center 
The broad, philosophical atti­ 
tude of the controversial 
Hutchins toward higher educa­ 
tion has been an influence on 
American education for nearly 
50 years 
He himself never 
wavered in his belief that the 
accumulative writings of man 
were the key to a democratic 
society 
The son of a theology 
professor, Hutchins was born in 
Brooklyn, N Y Jan 17. 1899

Later Cota leased the ranch then sold a 
part to Joseph Cooper, grandfather of 
William Cooper It was he who brought 
sheep to this portion of California, driv­ 
ing flocks from dought-plagued Missouri 
In 1912. selling some of his land. 
Cooper retained 800 acres across the 
river from the present Lundberg 
acreage One portion of his land was 
purchased by a bachelor and became 
known as the King Ranch In 1928. the 
property was put up for bids through a 
local bank 
It was then that Wallace 
Dyer (Stella’s father) bought his 
property of 1.600 acres From then on the 
Dyers operated the ranch, living back 
arid forth between the ranch home and 
town property in the area of the old 
Schuyler cherry orchard, which in itself 
became a town landmark 
In later years, the operation became a 
famih corporation shared by son Frank 
Dver and his wife Grace, now of Solvang. 
Stella and her husband Ted School days 
in Santa Barbara were followed by 
Stella s employment with the Santa Bar­ 
bara County Health Department 
The 
Lundbergs have made their home on the 
ranch the last 17 years after living both 
there and in town They have two sons, 
Bradley of the Bixbvs Cojo Ranch and

A proposed $160,000 road im­ 
provement and bridge project 
for Alamo Pintado Rd , just 
south of Ballard, in Santa Ynez 
Valley received environmental 
impact review Thursday by 
county officials, with one resi­ 
dent protesting that proposed 
road widening and acquisition 
of a portion of his property 
would mean a projected four- 
lane highway would be ' some 
30 feet from the living room of 
my home " 
Verne M cW illiam s. 1720 
Alamo Pintado Lane, told 
County Environmental Coor­ 
dinator Albert F Reynolds of 
his concerns at a public hearing 
in Santa Barbara 
Reynolds responded by hav­ 
ing McWilliams’ statement put 
into the record 
with the 
suggestion 
to the County 
Department of Transportation 
that it take another look at the 
roadway design" to see if relief 
cannot be given McWilliams 


The county project is slated 
to begin sometime this summer 
and would be completed in 
several months, said Sid Goldt- 
tien. ot 
the Transportation 
Department Goldstien said the 
design was the county's respon­ 
sibility. but pointed out the 
county project could be the 
forerunner for a proposed 
Federal Aid Project in the 


future to make further im­ 
provements by straightening 
out right angle curves. 
Goldstien said the county 
project would be adding paved 
shoulders to the existing 22 foot 
wide pavement to match a max­ 
imum of 40 feet that could be 
utilized by the Federal Aid 
Project which would go the en­ 
tire length of the road 


The county project would 
acquire about one-quarter of an 
acre in reconstruction of the 
bridge and roadway over Alamo 
Pintado Creek for a total length 
of about 1.200 feet 


The County General Plan lists 
Alamo Pintado as a major 
arterial road through sur­ 
rounding agricultural 
zoning 
The General Plan designates it 
as providing 64 feet of pave­ 
ment (four lanes)and an 84 feet 
of'right of way 


The plan is to remove the ex­ 
isting bridge over the creek, 
and construct a new bridge so 
that a right angle turn will be 
eliminated A temporary detour 
will be constructed west of the 
existing bridge and will utilize a 
temporary, portable bridge 


Findings of no significant 
adverse environmental impacts 
were made by the environmen­ 
tal office, thus sending the

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World oil demand may 
soon outstrip supplies

World oil demand may outstrip

free world oil shortages will 
grow to between 15 million and 
20 million barrels a day by the 
year 2000 even if producers 
maintain the flow and consum­ 
ers adopt conservation me­

Kven concerted efforts now 
expected in industrial nations to 
conserve energy and switch to 
alternate fuels w ill not be 
enough to keep oil supply and 
demand in balance through the 
end of the century, the new 
analysis said 
The study — produced by 35 
business, government and aca­ 
demic leaders with the backing 
of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology — warned that 
energy gaps might grow to the 
point of causing wars unless 
there is a prompt global effort 


to make the transition from oil 
to other energy sources 
'Failure to act could lead to 
substantially 
higher 
energy 
prices as the supply-demand 
imbalance becomes more ap­ 
parent — with the depressant 
effects on the economies of the 
world 
and 
the consequent 
frustration of the aspirations of 
the less-developed countries,” 
it said 
“ The m ajor political and 
social difficulties that might 
arise could cause energy to 
become a focus for confronta­ 
tion and conflict 
‘Even with prompt action the 
margin between success and

When Steven McMillan throws a 
baseball he makes everybody in the ball 
park think they can grab a bat, pound the 
plate and easily rip any one of his offer­ 
ings out of the county 
But in truth. McMillan's off-speed 
style or “ junk.” if you will, has been 
very successful for the lanky senior this 
year It was successful Friday as the 
Lompoc Braves beat the Bishop 
Montgomery Knights 6-2 in round one of 
the C IF plavoffs 
‘ ■We had heard th at Bish o p 
Montgomery had a hard time hitting off- 
speed stuff," so naturally we went with 
Steve.” said Lompoc Coach Dan Bodary 
McMillan’s delivery and the sub­ 
sequent velocity of a pitch reminds this 
reporter of an ex-San Francisco Giant, 
pitcher Stu Miller 
Miller's pitches would take days to 
arrive at the plate, but while Miller 
didn't have much luck with a lot of his 
pitches. McMillan was just the opposite 
The Knights were hesitating and 
swinging late trying to connect with one 
of McMillan's Curve balls but without 
much luck 
The only pitch Bishop Montgomery 
seemed to have luck with was. you gues­ 
sed it. the fastball. 
The Knights got to McMillan early 
when Jim Takeuchi walked on four 
straight pitches If there is one thing Mc­ 
Millan rarely does, it is walk a batter, 
much less the lead off batter on four 


^Takeuchi was sacrificed to second and 
went to third on a wild pitch 
With two out and pitching from the 
stretch. McMillan saw Takeuchi was 
leaning closer to home than third and he 
teamed with Frank Silva for the easy 
pick-off

DEAR PO LLY — I have a sweater made of one of the 
polyesters that came through many washings beautiful­ 
ly. It was machine washed and dried and always came 
out well in the past But the last time it came out with 
what appears to be permanent wrinkles 1 then washed 
it by hand but with no luck and then by machine again 
and it looked no better Even a slightly warm iron will 
not remove the wrinkles Is there an answer to this ' — 
MRS E.W W 
DEAR MRS. E.W W, — I do not know that there is a 
“ sure cure” answer but I can tell you what I have done 
and with very good results. A pair of my part-polyester 
slacks went through the same sort of experience. The 
time they acquired the wrinkles someone else had wash 
ed them and I felt sure they were left in the dryer too 
long. I took a pressing cloth wrung out of white vinegar 
and water, placed it on top of the wrinkles and then iron 
ed with a rather hot iron. Of course, one must be careful 
that the iron never touches the pants, only the damp 
cloth. They looked much better. The next time they 
were laundered in the machine with warm water, put in 
the dryer set on “ Permanent Press" and removed the 
very minute the dryer stopped They look fine Perhaps 
such a treatment might help your sweater. — POLLY

They describe 
the mess in Sacramento as a 
problem that can be likened to

legislators can be classified 
therefore as “ putty patters.“ 


“ They pat around the edges 
but are afraid to tackle the 
whole lump,“ says the as­ 
sociation. “ As a result the 
current inequitable mess will 
remain and come election 
time next year homeowners 
and renters will be bribed with 
token rebates to re-elect the 
‘puttv patters' who are 
betraying 
their constituents 
and their promises to make 
property tax reform the 
number one priority of the 
current legislative session." 


The way things are going in 
the State capitol, we will not 


receive property tax rebates, 
if we receive them at all, until 
next year. And, of course, 
after the checks arrive we will 
have to pay increased state 
and federal income taxes on 
the rebates.

Payment past due 


Even in this day of women’s liberation, 
it is an all-but-forgotten fact that 1.100 
women served the nation as pilots during 
World War II. flying everything from P- 
51 fighters to the biggest bombers 
These were the W A SPs — The 
Women's Airforce Service Pilots 
According to an article in the current 
issue of VIVA, the women's magazine. 
WASP ferry pilots flew airplanes hot off 
the assembly lines to airports and ports 
of em barkation 
They were also 
stationed at training fields across the 
country and were frequently required to 
test-flv airplanes just out of the repair 
shop In addition, they were heavily in­ 
volved as staff pilots in everv training 
mission preparing males for combat 
duty 
In the article entitled. 'Those Daring 
Young Wom en in T h e ir F ly in g 
Machines, 
author Sally Van Wagenen 
Keil recalls that 
‘WASPs taught men 


how to strafe, drop bombs, lay blankets 
of smoke and track enemy a ir ­ 
craft 
They taught gunners to shoot air­ 
planes from turrets and tanks and from 
batteries 
of 
ground 
artillery 
As 
evidence of the reality of their im­ 
mediate involvement in war. 118 crashed 
to their deaths flying for their country 
Unlike the men they trained and flew 
with, however, the women pilots were 
denied military hospitalization and in­ 
surance. and their salaries were pegged 
a full 20 per cent lower than the men’s 
After racking up more than 60 million 
miles in the air. the WASPs were dis­ 
banded on Dec 20 1 944 when Congress 
in a debate spued with barbs about 
the alleged inability of women to fly as 
well as men 
refused to grant the group 
full militarv status Ironically, at about 
the same time 
the Army was using 
women to test-fly the B-29 superbomber 
to reassure male pilots about the new 


craft’s safety 
All this is more than an interesting 
tootnote to history Some 850 surviving 
WASPs have united in the Order of 
Fifineila. named after the character 
designed by Walt Disney as their 
mascot, to fight for the veterans rights 
and recognition so long denied them 
Identical bills have been introduced in 
both houses of Congress by Sen Barry 
Goldwater, R-Ariz 
and Rep 
Lindv 
Boggs, D-La 
to provide these women 
veterans with the service benefits they 
would automatically have received had 
they been men 
At the time of their disbandment in 
1944 
Gen 
H H 
"Hap” Arnold, com­ 
manding general of the Army Air 
Forces, told the WASPS. 
We of the AAF 
are proud of you We will never forget 
our debt to you 
After more than 32 years, it’s time that 
debt was paid

A week on the road persuades you that 
there is one and only one persistent ques­ 
tion on people’s minds It is what do you 
think of Jimmy Carter’1 It bespeaks an 
anxiety to think something about him dif­ 
ferent from the usual characterizations, 
all the more because they are not by any 
means identical People both hope that 
he is holding out on 
them — and fear he is 
holding out on them

A welfare reform non-plan 


WASHINGTON - (N’EA I - If ever 
there was a president who believes in the 
Protestant work ethic, it is Jimmy 
Carter Honest labor in his eyes is not 
only financially rewarding but morally 
redeeming as well 
It is not surprise, therefore, that the 
heart of Carter’s still- 
gauzy welfare reform 
plan is a promise that 
“ every family with 
c h ild re n 
and 
a 
member able to work” 
will be guaranteed 
“ access to a job.’’ 
If the private sector 
cannot provide enough 
jobs to go around, the 
president has said, 
then the government 
will make up to two 
million public service 
jobs available to welfare recipients as 
soon as unemployment eases enough to 
permit such a shift 
There is only one problem 
No more 
than a handful of today’s welfare popula­ 
tion — perhaps 500.000 men and women 
— could take jobs if they were offered 
right now 
The government’s own statistics tell 
the storv 


According to the Labor Department 
and HEW there are 4 2 million blind, 
aged or disabled individuals drawing 
welfare through the Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) program Neither 
Carter nor anyone else contends that 
these people could possibly go to work 
That leaves 11 2 million recipients of 
Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC), the group many taxpayers 
regard as irresponsible loafers who 
should be detached from the public 
trough and forced to work 
It’s not that simple, however Only 
about 150,000 of these AFDC recipients 
approximately 1 per cent of the total 
are able-bodied adult males who 
could readily accept employment 
Almost 70 per cent of those drawing 
AFDC payments, or 7 8 million in­ 
dividuals, are children under the age of 
18 No one has proposed repeal of the 
child labor laws simply to get these kids 
off welfare 
And that leaves 3 1 million mothers, 28 
per cent of the entire AFDC population, 
as the only significant group of welfare 
recipients who might be either en­ 
couraged or required to accept jobs un­ 
der Carter’s welfare reform plan 
But more than three-quarters of these 
wiunen have pre school children, and 


more than 
half of the others have 
youngsters between the ages of 6 and 11 
If these mothers are to enter the labor 
market, willingly or otherwise, who on 
earth will care for their children0 
Nowhere in his list of 11 “ goals” and 
“ guidelines” for welfare reform did 
Carter so much as mention the problem 
of child care — although it is central to 
any meaningful attempt to reduce the 
welfare rolls 
HEW Secretary Joseph Califano said 
the administration didn't address the day 
care issue because no one has yet 
decided how old children should be 
before their in others are encouraged or 
required to go to work 
As usual, the real explanation is m-o- 
n-e-y Carter haa insisted his welfare 
reform scheme will entail no higher in­ 
itial costs than the current hodge-podge 
of programs But as Congress discovered 
a few years ago. any substantial child 
care program would cost a fortune 
more, by far, than simply continuing 
w elfare handouts to non-working 
mothers 
Unless Carter is prepared to face up to 
those costs in order to restore the work 
ethic and break the cycle of welfare 
dependency, his promise of jobs for all 
families with children is a cruel hoax 
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
